Tho Agricultural, Coal Milling and other interests 
would bo promoted by tho construction of the Island 
section as part of the Pacific Railway- the Immediate 
prosecution of which would bring into active business 
life the entire section traversed..

I would urge the necessity of vno.ru frequent mail 
communication throughout the District and Province 
generally, and would use my most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail communication between Nanai- 
mo and New Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain immediate Telegraphic communication 
between Nanaimo, Victoria and the other large ship- 
ping port of Burrard Inlet. 

With regard to the Tariff question I entirely dis- 
agree with those who think that a variety of interests 
must necessarily conflict with each other. On the con- 
trary, I maintain that the greater the number of In- 
terests wo have in this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources tho mors certain are 
wo of progression. 1 believe, therefore, that the tiuifi 
can bo so readjusted as to be equitable to all, without 
increasing the present revenue tariff. 

With regard to public and oilier buildings, such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., 1 ivould advocate that Nanaimo be 
placed upon an equal footing with the other cities of 
the Province. 1 will endeavor to visit everv part of 
the District and will hold meetings, of which duo no- 
tice will bo given. 

And, finally, should you favor me with your confi- 
dence, I can 'assure you that twenty year.' residence 
in the Province— 18 of which have boon in the midst 
ol your district- -has enabled me to form conclusio 
which arc more likely to he used to your mlvanta 
than can be expected from any other person whoso 
interests and residence are outside of your district.

Wo feel 
confident that that course will be fol- 
lowed, and that a sufficient number of 
tho friends of Mr. DeCosmos will de- 
cline to cast plumpers for him to in- 
sure Sir John's triumph as senior 
member. Our only object, thorefore, 
in addressing the electors now is to en- 
deavor to impress upon their minds 
tho importance of sending with Sir 
John* Macdonald, as junior member, 
a gentleman who will work with and 
not against tho Canadian premier; one 
whoso greatest ambition it will be to 
follow, not to lead; whose political 
record is consistently and unswervingly 
Conservative, and who has not placed 
himself in a position of personal and 
political antagonism to the leader of 
the now dominant party of Canada. 
At this time no greater mistake could 
be made than to elect as Sir John's 
colleague Mr. DeCosmos. Not only 
has Mr. DeCosmos' career as a 
politician been a failure; not only 
is he tabooed at Ottawa by all 
parties; not only has ho satsoven years 
in Parliament without being ablo to 
point to a measure, suggestion or reso- 
lution introduced by him that has mot 
with the approval of oither sido of the 
House; not only does there exist no 
Act on the statute-book to which Mr. 
DeCosmos can point with pride and 
say, "That is my handwork!" But 
when asked "what have you done at 
Ottawa?" he ignores his parliamentary 
failures and throws oil' columns of un 
grammatical bombast, in which ho 
claims to have originated and created 
every public work of importanco that 
has been successfully carried out since 
tlie dawn of Creation. Wo are not 
sure that he claims to have created the 
world without assistance, but if pressed 
hard lie would doubtless tell you that 
lie had an interest in one of the con- 
tracts. What the electors complain 
of — and complain of justly, too — is that 
Mr. DeCosmos has passed seven years 
at Ottawa without doing anything. 
They do not care about hearing of what 
he did before ho went to Ottawa. They 
are interested in knowing what he has 
effected since he went there. Wo have 
tendered the gentleman the free uso of 
our columns and the benefit of our ex- 
tensive circulation to assist him in 
bringing to tho notice of the electors 
the net results of his labors at 
Ottawa; but he has not seen 
fit to avail himself of the offer, 
or to uso the columns of his 
own print for tho purpose. The 
natural conclusion is that there exists 
nothing on which lie can felicitate him- 
self. We contend that Mr. DeCosmos 
owes the country whose servant he was 
an explanation. Ho has drawn — let 
us sec ! — a sum that will approximate 
thirty thousand dollars from tho pub- 
lic chest during tho past seven years. 
What has he to show in return? 
What has he given for the coin ho has 
received from the treasury? Perhaps 
he did his level best to accomplish some- 
thing ; but what wo contend is that his 
exertions were all misdirected, and that 
he failed from incompetence and from 
a want of knowledge of the matters he 
took in hand. Again, Mr. DeCosmos 
is obnoxious to Sir John Macdonald. 
When Sir John desired a seat for Vic- 
toria he did not telegraph to 
Mr. DeCosmos. Ho is "tho last 
man in tho world ho would have asked a 
favor from. Sir John knows that Mr. 
DeCosmos is politically a failure and 
mistake. He knows that ho threw him 
(Sir John) over in 1873 to worship the 
idols Mr. Mackenzie had reared. Ho 
knows that Mr. DoCosmos had said ho 
would be doubly blanked to all eter- 
nity if he would ally himself with a 
dead horse (meaning Sir John Mac- 
donald after his defeat.) He knew 
that Mr. DeCosmos, in 1874, thanked 
God Sir John Macdonald had fallen 
and predicted THAT HIS DEFEAT 
WOULD PROVE A BLESSING TO 
THE COUNTRY. Ho knows that 
Mr. DeCosmos had been ruled out of 
the Conscravativo caucus at Ottawa; 
that ho had rendered himself intensely 
disagreeable to and had insulted Lord 
Dufferin in 1876; that ho insulted 
Mr. Langevin (Sir John's Minister of 
Public Works) in 1872, and that from 
his disposition and habits it had been 
found impracticable to work with him 
at Ottawa. In short, ho knows that 
Mr. DeCosmos was entirely without in- 
fluence at Ottawa and he judged that 
he was entirely without influence at 
Victoria. Therefore, when Sir John 
found himself without a seat he did not 
apply * to Mr. DeCosmos, and he de- 
clines now to give him a certificate of 
character as a good f'nnservativo to aid 
him in the canvass here. Further, Sir 
John knows that Mr. DeCosmos 13 an 
impracticable, and to prove that ho did 
know it wo produce in another column 
(from ffnnscrd J Sir John's apooeh on 



that gentleman and his resolution on 
railway construction. Sir John's re- 
marks arc couched in unexception- 
able language. Ho toll tho lion, 
gentleman that he ''assumed a 
great responsibility in pressing it and 
refusing to withdraw it, notwithstand- 
ing that one hon. member after another 
from his Province had asked him to 
do so. Upon the hon. gentleman would 
fall the blame of the heavy adverse 
rote." ''The role he would now pro- 
voke would be quoted against British 
Columbia." "The hon. gentleman had 
placed them in sjtcA a position that 
he hail deprived himself of all sym- 
pathy by putting an immature, motion 
before tlte in." "The hon. gentleman had 
acted in this matter entirely on his 
own responsibility and most unadvised- 
ly." Finally, Sir John said, 

"The hon. gentleman might perhaps 
have prepared a resolution which ho 
would have boon forced to vote for. Ho 
was glad that under tho circumstances 
tho motion was so drawn that he was ablo 
to vote against it." 

But we advise readers to refer to 
the third page and read the speech for 
themselves. It will inform them that 
Mr. DeCosmos, if returned will be en- 
tirely without influence at Ottawa (his 
resolution had but (J votes in its favor), 
that he is regarded with disdain ai.d 
suspicion by Sir John Macdonand, 
who cannot work with him in any man- 
ner whatsoever, and that the duty Vic- 
toria District owes heisolf i.s to return 
a new man against whose loyalty to 
Conservatism there has never been 
breathed one word —a first-class busi- 
ness man, whose interests in this city 
and district are largo and who will 
work in harmony with other represent- 
atives from British Columbia — and so 
present an undivided front on all ques- 
tions that may atl'eet British Colum- 
bia's interests. Such a man we believe 
Mr. Da VIES to be, and as such we 
commend him to the suffrages of the 
electors.

The letter lias no 
uncertain ring, but speaks for itself. It j 
is as follows: — 

Victoria, Oct. 2, 1878. I 
To the President and Members of the [fork- j 
ingvien's Protective Association. 

Gbntlbmkn: — Replying to tho questions I 
relative to tho Chinese, propounded by 
you and published in The Colonist of yes- 
terday, I beg to statu that the success 
with which tho objections against tho 
measure passed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment have been recently urged in tho 
Supremo Court has impressed mo with tho 
conviction that this subject is a difficult 
ono to deal with. 

The first step, in my opinion, to take in 
the matter i3 to ascertain what are the 
constitutional limits within which legis- 
lation on the subject must be confined. 

In view of the failure of the measure of 
the Provincial Government, I am not pro- 
pared at the present moment to sketch 
out a scheme that will secure to ustho relief 
and protection so much needed in British 
Columbia, and at the same time stand any 
legal test it may be subjected to; but I 
am prepared to promise this much, that if 
I should have the honor to be elected for 
this district, 1 will take up the question 
in a thoroughly business spirit, with a 
view to deal with it finally and effectually. 

To that end I shall endeavor by study 
of tho subjoct, and by consultation with 
tho best constitutional lawyers at Ottawa 
and elsewhere to ascertain in what way a 
bill can bo drawn so as at onck to give 

THE DESIRED RELIEF AND PROTECTION and 

to be free from legal and constitutional 
objections. I would recommend that 
printed .copies of a petition showing eon- 
• ciaely the glaring evils of the present con- 
dition of things and praying for relief and 
protection be sent to the principal centres 
of tho Province for circulation and signa- 
tures, the petitions then handed to a 
member to bo forwarded to the Secretary 
of Stato. 

I will, with pleasure, support or bring 
forward a motion that no Chinaman shall 
be employed on the Pacific Railway.

Should a man who shames Profanity it- 
self into holding her earn, by .such blas- 
phemy aa this, and by tho declaration ho 
has been heard with astounding depravity 
loudly to make, "that he did not fear 
God Almighty any more than the Devil in 
Hell," be ehosen as a representative of a 
decent community f 

One shudders in putting such blasphe- 
mous language on paper ; yet knowing 
such language to have been used one 
fears still more to allow its utterance to 
pass unnoticed. 

The Ohinoso Bill. 

Referring to Mr. Justice Gray's decision 
on the Chinese Bill "Joss" Walkem writ- 
ing in his organ yesterday says "It would 
have been possible for the Attorney- 
General to appeal from tho decision to the 
Court of Appeal and thenco to the Supreme 
Court at Ottawa and thence to England." 
Why these "thonces/" If "Joss" Walkem 
thinks Mr. Justice Gray's decision is not 
sound it is his duty as Attorney-General 
and framor of the measure to immediately 
appeal from it to tho full bench. Tho 
evasive excuses that he has not done so 
because of the time that would bo consum- 
ed and expense incurred come with bad 
grace from one who has never yet been 
known to study the interests of the public 
in these respects. It is rather to be feared 
that "Joss" Walkem, possessed of a full 
knowdedge of the unconstitutionality of 
his bill, is absolutely :>fraid to appeal from 
Mr. Justice Gray'.", decision. From that 
learned judge he has already received a 
scathing rebuke because of his wilful 
ignorance of international, law and now he 
dreads an appeal lest assurance be niado 
doubly sure by the fiat of the Court of 
Appeal. Time and expense, indeed 1 Why, 
the Attorney-General is as great a strang- 
er to a consideration of these aa he is to 
Cariboo. Appeal, "Joss" Walkem," or 
admit that your bill was born but to die 
in infancy. Silence in this, as in other 
instances, must signify consent. 



Not Wantod. 

If Sir John A. Macdonald desired Mr. 
DeCosnios for his colleague why did he 
not telegraph to him instead of to Mr. 
Bunster / Tho plain fact of the matter is 
Sir John A. Macdonald does not think 
Mr. DeCosmos a fit and proper person to 
represent this constituncy.

Chinese lolior is looked upon by men of spirit 
and independent feeling as insulting to 
their manhood. Industrious, sober, 
energetic white men DO NOT WANT 
special legislation on the part of either 
the city or Provincial Government as a 
protection against Chinese competition. 
We know of one contractor on a section of 
the New Westminster- Yalo wagon road 
who made up his mind to employ none 
but white men on his job, and accordingly 
engaged the services of all the men lie re- 
quired in this city and paid their faro to 
New Westminster. They went to work 
and all wont well enough until the first 
pay day, but no sooner did they get their 
money than they marched oil' to New 
Westminster— -this was on a Saturday 
evening— and the following Monday more 
than one-half of them wero absent from 
duty, drinking and carousing in tho city.

They can get along 
well enough in this country for all who 
choose to come hero and none need wait 
very long for profitable employment who 
are disposed to work. If they (Mongolians)

Those (Chinamen) that have come, 
however,. or may hereafter come havo a 
right to claim the protection of our laws, 
and to bo given a fair Bold and no favor 
in their efforts to make a living by honest 
industry. Of the Chinese it is alleged 
"they require no schools or books; no 
clothing or food except what by terms of 
agreement with their masters they must 
buy of their own people." As a class, it 
is true, the Chinese do not use our public 
schools to any considerable extent, but 
nevertheless oontriiiutk as largely to 
thi: school fund in proportion to their 
means as any other class of people. 
The whites have therefore no reason 
to complain of them on that score. As 
for their food and clothing, they eat what 
suits their taste and they wear pretty 
much the same style of clothing that any 
other people wear. As CONTRIBUTORS TO 
the ceneral revenue of the country 
wo venture to say they are not a whit 
behind any other class in the com- 
munity.

Is there a local law which will allow 
us to vote, providing we go out to the 
district, say Stephens', or any place 
where a poll is held for tho election of 
members for Vancouver District?

[The local law, which permits an 
elector to vote in any polling dvision of 
the district in which he is registered, 
does not apply to this election. It did 
apply to the 1871 election. Each Com- 
mons district comprises several . local 
districts, and a voter must voto in the 
local district in which ho is registered. 
A Nanaimo, Comox or Cowichan elec- 
tor cannot vote at Stephens'. He must 
voto in the local district where ho is 
registered.

tfro.ii Hansard, March 21, 1876.] 

Sir John Macdonald.had no doubt tho 
hon. member who moved tile motion was 
actuated by the most patriotic motive, but 
he (Sir John) thought he was unwise and 
was not acting in the interest of his own 
Province or tliQ construction of tho Cana- 
da Pacific Railway in pressing the motion 
in amendment to that moving the House 
into Committee of Supply. Ho agreed 
with the exceedingly sensible remarks of 
the lion, member for North York, that the 
construction of the railway was no longer 
an open question. It was a portion of 
our constitution. British Columbia com- 
posed part of the Dominion of Canada, 
and the agreement made with it could not 
bo set aside. He was glad to find from 
the remarks of the hon. gentleman that a 
sense of that obligation existed with every 
member oT the House, with a single ex- 
ception — -the hon. member for Halifax. 
Somo hon. gentlemen said the road should 
licit lie built if it necessitated tho undue 
taxation of the people ; but they recogniz- 
ed it as a necessity ; and if it wero not, a3 
a matter of constitutional principle, it 
must be constructed. It rcniauied for the 
hon. member for Halifax to cast the first 
stain upon tho honor of Canada. For 
thirty years or more lie (Sir John Mac- 
donald) had been a member of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, and except from the lips 
of the hon. member for Halifax ho had 
never heard repudiation recommended. 
(Cheers.) He thought the mover of the 
resolution had assumed a great responsi- 
bility in pressing it and refusing to with- 
draw it, notwithstanding that one lion, 
member after another, from his Province, 
and as much interested in British Colum- 
bia as he was, had asked him to do so. 
Upon the hon gentleman would fall the 
blame of the heavy adver.se vote. If be 
would only look at the papers laid before 
the House he would see that the Govern- 
ment stated, as a ground for the abandon- 
ment of the construction of the road from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo, the fact that the 
Senate had thrown out tho bill, and the 
voto ho would now provoke would be 
quoted against British Columbia. He 
thought the question ought to have been 
brought up on its own merits and ought 
to have been postponed until after the 
Government had had an opportunity of 
expressing their views on the present sit- 
uation of the road, and the progress which 
it was proposed to make in the immediate 
future. While he said this be would also 
say that the faith of the country was 
pledged to build the road, and while he 
was a member of the Parliament of Cana- 
da it would bo his duty and pleasuro to 
press upon tho Government on all conven- 
ient occasions the necessity of carrying 
out this obligation and fulfilling this pro- 
mise. Whether it was provident or im- 
provident, no arrangement can now bo re- 
pudiated or rejected. Ho had looked at 
the resolution with a view of seeing whe- 
ther he was forced to vote for it, because 
he thought the hon. gentlomau had placed 
them in such a position that he had de- 
prived himself of all sympathy by putting 
an immature motion before them. The 
hon. gentleman had acted in this matter 
entirely on his own responsibility and 
most unadvisedly. Ho (Sir John Mac- 
donald) said he had looked at tho motion 
and he found he could not vote for it, and 
he would not voto for it. What did the 
resolution say ! After reciting that por- 
tion of the original agreement which re- 
lated to the railway it said " that owing 
to divers causes the construction of the 
said railway was not commenced in Brit- 
ish Columbia at the time agreed upon, 
nor has it been commenced since ;" and 
without stating what the causes were, con- 
cluded with the illogical consequence that, 
" therefore this House is of opinion that 
the Government should forthwith prompt- 
ly commence and vigorously and continu- 
ously proceed with the construction of the 
road." Now the causes of the work not 
having been commenced were patent. 
They wero stated in papers that wero be- 
fore the House. In the report of the 17th 
of March, 1870, the Government stated 
that they wero not even yet in a position 
to determine tho location of the road, and 
therefore they were not in a position to 
construct the road. They could not, 
thcreforo, agree with the conclusion of 
the motion that therefore the road must 
be promptly proceeded with. But there 
was a more substantial objection from his 
(Sir John's) point of view, which was 
stated so frankly by tho member for North 
York, viz: that it was not a merely con- 
ditional arrangement, it was a partnership 
by which British Columbia became a part 
of the Dominion. British Columbia was 
pledged to the construction of the 
railway as much as the rest of Canada was 
pledged to British Columbia. The rail- 
way was not to be for the benefit of Brit- 
ish Columbia idone, it was to be for the 
common benefit; and if it had not been 
for the common benefit it would not have 
been made. The arrangement would not 
havo been made for the benefit of British 
Columbia alone. The people of Canada 
and the Parliament recognized that the 
Dominion would bo in an unfinished state 
with British Columbia standing apart, and 
unless the Dominion extended from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. It was clearly in 
a spirit of perfect equality that the part- 
nership was entered into. It was not en- 
tered into for the sake of British Colum- j 
bia only, nor for the sake of spending 
money in British Columbia, but the agree- 
ment to construct the railway was made 
for the purpose of rendering real a part 
nership which was merely one on paper. 
In the articles of that agreement it was 
provided, as set out in the resolution that 
the road should he constructed in British 
Columbia, but it was also provided that 
it should be constructed in the other part 
of the Dominion, and that it should bo 
commenced at the eastern and at the west- 
ern extremities at the same time, the ob- 
ject thus being avowed that it was not in- 
tended that tho union should be one sim- 
ply for the building of a road through 
British Columbia or of giving British 
Columbia connection over the Rocky 
Mountains with tho Dominion of Canada, 
but one for the mutual benefit of tho two 
countries. Now what dees this proposi- 
tion mean? It stated, be was going to 
say in the mo3t selfish spirit, that tho 
Government should promptly commence 
and vigorously and continuously prosecute 
tho work of tho actual construction of tho 
said railway within British Columbia in 
accordance with tho solemn pledges. Ho, 
a representative of Ontario and the other 
members of this House coming from tho 
other Provinces, were called upon to vote 
for a resolution calling upon tho Govern- 
ment, ordering the Government, in fact 
enjoining tho Government to commence 
and vigorously prosecute tho construction 
of tho road through British Columbia 
without any roference to any other por- 
tion of the road in any other portion of 
tho Dominion. Tho language of the res- 
olution justified to a great degreo tho 
languago in tho dispatch, in which allu- 
sion was made to a spirit on tho part of 
British Columbia of ignoring tho general 
welfare. This resolution was utterly re- 
£«,rdloM of tho great Northwjst. How 



could any hon. member coming from any 
other Province in tho Dominion justify 
himself in voting for calling upon tho 
Government to build a road in British 
Columbia while tho whole of tho remain- 
der of the country was to be disregarded 
in the matter? Upon that ground alono 
he (Sir John) would vote against tho mo- 
tion. Tho hon. gentleman might perhaps 
have prepared a resolution which ho 
would have been forced to voto for. He 
was glad that under tho circumstances 
the motion was so drawn that ho was able 
to vote against it. Ho voted precisely 
and exclusively upon tho two grounds: 
first, that the whole proposition was illogi- 
cal; and secondly, that it was limited al- 
together to British Columbia. 

Mr. Speaker having waited a few mo- 
ments and nobody having risen, ordered 
tho members to be called in. 
Mr. DeCosmos then roso, but 
Mr. Speaker said that an ordor having 
been given for the members to bo tailed 
in, it would bo against tho rules of tho 
House for him to speak. 

A division was then takon on the 
amendment which was lost; yeas 6, 
nays 151.

EUROPE. 
London, Oct. 1G. — -A Berlin dispatch 
says it is announced that Emperor 
William will resume the government 
in the beginning of December. 

London, Oct. 18. — -Asheton Cross, , 
Home Secretary, in a speech at South- 
port to-day, defended the government's 
past policy. Ho said the government 
would never coast; until by exercise of 
their treaty rights they achieved Eng- 
land's great civilizing mission in the 
East. In regard to Afghanistan ho 
said the government had no desire to 
extend the boundaries of tho empire in 
that direction ; but if they found new 
influences at work there they must be 
ready to deal with them. The Ameer's 
answer might be satisfactory and no 
more heard of the matter ; but a vol- 
cano might suddenly break upon them 
and the government felt that in that 
part of Asia there must be no doubt of 
England's supremacy. 

Constantinople, Oct. 16.— Moukh- 
tar Pasha has confirmed tho announce- 
ment that he and the Cretans havo 
signed the convention. 

Berlin, Oct. 18. — Tho Moderate 
Liberals and Conservatives have eomo 
to an agreement on disputed points in 
the Socialist Bill. The Government 
has assented to a compromise which is 
in favor the Liberals. 

Rosie, Oct. 17. — Tho Minister of 
War has resigned and the Minister 
of Marine will probably fol- 
low. The report that Count Cohte had 
resigned is pronounced premature. The 
crisis is unusually grave and is attri- 
buted to dissatisfaction of the Moder- 
ates with the programme of homo poli- 
cy contained in the recent speecli of 
Premier Cairoli. There are also other 
causes, one of which is the interference 
of the cabinet with the discipline of the 
nrinv. 



INDIA. 

Bombay, Oct. 18. — A powerful tribe 
of Moniendi has divided and ono of tho 
chiefs has offered to join the British. It 
is stated that desertions from the Af- 
ghan army are of daily occurrence. 

London, Oct. 16. — A dispatch from 
Simla says that the Viceroy's native 
emissary, bearing the Ameer's answer, 
is expected to arrive at Kohat on Sun- 
day. If the tenor of this reply is un- 
favorable operations will begin imme- 
diately. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 18. — A light 
frost fell in the vicinity of Memphis 
last night, but was not discernible in 
the city. The weather to day was cool 
and bracing. From six o'clock last 
night until noon to-day 17 bodies for 
interment are reported by the under- 
takers. 

Pittsburg, Oct. 18.— The Central 
Committee here urges the Socialists to 
continue the agitation in houses, work- 
shops and barracks.

San Fuancisco, Oct. 18.— The Silver 
King Mining Company have declared a 
dividend of fifty cents per share, paya- 
ble on the 22nd.
